HONORARY 
GUARD HIT | 
BY RULING 


Court Holds Exemption 
Clause of Militia Law 
Makes It Unconstitutional 


Section 2102 of the Political 
Code of California, under author- 
ity of which honorary member- 
ships, purchasable at $50 each, 
have heretofore been recruited by 
the State militia, is, in effect, de- 
clared invalid in an opinion hand- 
ed down yesterday Presiding 
Justice Conrey of Division One, 
Second District Court of Appeal. 

. The-question of. 

ry exemption to honorary - 
bers of the State guard, as provid- 
ed for in the code clause under fire, 
precipitated the ruling of Justice 
Conrey, who denied the appeal of 

. MH. Hay for issuance of a writ: 
of mandate against Judge Russ 
Avery of the Superior Court to 
compel the latter to recede from 
his refusal to excuse Hay from 
service on the 1923 grand jury. 

Hay, a wealthy oil man of the 
city, in applying for issuance of the 
writ, claimed honorary member- 
ship in Company L of the One 
Hundred and Sixtieth Regiment. 
C.N.G. Section’ 2102 allows te 


a purchasable honorary member- 
ship not to exceed twenty, such 
membera, in addition to exemption 
from jury and posse duty, to be ex- 
eused from drill and active duties 
incumbent on militiamen. 


The court, in its order denying} 


issuance of the writ to Hay. makes 
reference to Sections 11 and 21 of 
Article One of the State constitu- 
tion, which provides: “All laws of 

neral nature shall have a uni- 
orm operation. No special priv- 
lleges or immunities shal] ever be 
granted which may not be altered, 
revoked or appeaied by thé Legis- 
lature nor shall any citizen or class 
of citizens be granted privileges or 
immunities which, upon the same 
terms, shall not be granted to all 
citizens.” 

The creation of a privileged 
class, such as referred to above, 
will inevitably result, in the opin- 
fon of the court, it is stated in de- 
nying the writ, if the statute al- 
lowing honorary membership . is 
held valid.

ACT IS UPHELD 


Supreme Court Gives High| 


Vote of Approval! 


Exchanges 
Constitutionality 
Leaders 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—-The 
Grain Futures Act, placing all 
grain exchanges under Federal 
control and compelling them to ad- 
mit to membership representatives 


of farmers’ co-operative associa- 
tions, was declared constitutional 
by the Supreme Court today, the 
court dividing 7 to 2. 

The law was challenged by the 
Chicago ibvard of Trade, acting 
also in behalf of other grain ex- 
changes, on the ground that trad- 
ing in grain futures was a mat- 
ter strictly within the police pow- 
ers of the States and outside the 
jurisdiction of the Federal gov- 
ernment. 

When Congress, secking to ac- 
complish the result aimed at in the 
present law, imposed a prohibitive 
tax on all future trading not con- 
ducted on “contract” markets, and 
required all exchanges to pluce 
themselves under government con- 
trol as a condition precedent to 
becoming such markets, the Su- 


valid and an unconstitutional exer- 
cise of authority. 

Promptly Congress met the is- 
sue by re-enacting substantially 41! 
the regulatory features of the law. 
but based its new exercise of au- 
thority on its control over inter- 
state commerce, declaring that 
trading in grain futures, unless 
properly regulated by the Federa! 
government, could be made a re- 
etraint upon interstate shipments 
of grain. 


OPPOSITION IS BITTER 
Grain exchanges interposed un- 
compromising objections. The gov- 
ernment supervision was declared 


able, as well as unnecessary, but 
their principal attack was made 
on that part of the iaw which gave 
farmers’ co-operative associations 
right to nrembership on the 
grain exchanges. This constituted 
confiscation of property, the grain 
exchanges contended, because it
